LINER ROGHAMBEAU 
IN FLAMIES AT SEA 


French Vessel Reported in 
Danger and Hurrying to 
Halifax—Many American’ 
Are on Board. 


New York, November 8.—The French 
line steamship Rochambeau, two days 
out of New York for Bordeaux, which 
reported by wireless today that there 
Was a fire in her coal bunkers, presum- 
ably was steaming tonight for Halifax, 
the nearest port. Her exact position 
was not given in the single wireless 
message that brought news of her 
plight to land, but it was calculated 
that she would make Halifax late to- 
night or early tomorrow. 

650 Persons Aboard. 

Aboard the menaced steamer are ap- 

proximately 650 persons—421 passen- 


large cargo of war supplies, including 
2.541 cases of cartridges and 136 bales 
of cotton. About fifty of the passen- 
gers are Americans. 


The fire is deep in the reserve coal 
bunkers amidship, according to the 
wireless message sent by Captain 
Juham. This message said the vessel 
was in no danger and officials here 
of the French line inferred from it 
that the situation was not serious. 

“We are not alarmed,” said Paul 
Faguet, general agent of the line. 
“There is every reason to believe that 
the fire is not serious. If it were, 
Captain Juham would undoubtedly have 
given his position and S. O. 8. signals 
calling for help would have been sent 
out.” 

The one wireless message received 
from the steamer up to the time the 
French line offices closed at the usual 
hour tonight read: . 

“Fire in No. 5 reserve coal bunker. 
Fighting fire and have turned to Hali- 
fax. Hope to put it out. No danger 
at all.” 


In the Ocean Lane. 

The Rochambeau left New York Sat- 
urday and it was estimated that she 
had sailed 600 miles when the wireless 
message was received today. This 
would still keep her within the ocean 
lane traveled by the big trans-Atlantic 
liners, and despite the silence over the 
sea enforced by admiralty censor 
there is reason to ‘belfeve that at leas 
three ships are within close steaming 
distance, available for ata in emer- 
wency. 5 te 

Lifeboats and life raf for all aboard 
and to spare were on the Rocham- 
beau when she sailed, according to the 
line’s officials. In addition the steamer 
is equipped with the usual fire-fighting 
apparatus required in the case of ocean 
liners. 

The Rochambeau’s cargo consisted 
chiefly of iron and steel, machinery, 
copper and steel wires, brass rods, emp- 
ty shells and guns. So far as could 
be learned tonight the 2,541 cases of 
cartridges were the only explosives 
aboard. Chief of the inflammable ma- 
terial was the relatively small amount 
of cotton. 

There seemed to be some doubt as 
to whether Captain Juham would take 
his vessel into Halifax in the event 
the fire were extinguished beforehand 
and the damage slight. 


Bomb Placers Suspected. 


In the absence of information defin- 
ing the cause of the fire, maritime 
circles wondéred today if the accident 
was another of the long list attributed 
to the activity of bomb 
Placers. Within the past few days the 
steamer Rio Lages, from New York to 
Queenstown, with sugar, caught fire at 
sea and put into Halifax with fire in 
her hold. Her captain attributed the 
fire to a bomb hidden in a sugar bag.

Non-Contraband Cargoes 
Destined for England’s En- 
emies to Be Considered as 
Immune From Detention. 


WASHINGTON TO BACK 
CLAIMS FOR DETENTION 


To the Fullest Extent--Spec- 
ulation in Official Quarters 
as to Britain’s Course Was 
Varied. 


Washington, November 8.—President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing today 
read American and British comment on 
the United States’ note to Great Brit- 
ain and awaited the effect of the docu- 
ment upon British treatment of neu- 
tral overseas trade. 


the impression made upon the British 
foreign office. So far as American ship- 
pers are concerned, however, the dis- 
patch of the note marks a turning 
point of vast importance, for hence- 
forth the United States is to consider 
the British blockade ineffective and 
inoperative, and all cargoes of non- 
contraband goods destined for Germany 
or through neutral countries to Great 
Britain’s enemies will be viewed as 
immune from detention. Claims pre- 
sented by Americans for detentions or 
seizures of such goods will be sup- 
ported to the fullest extent by the 
diplomatic machinery of the United 
States. 

Speculation as to Britain’s Course. 

Speculation in official quarters today 
as to what Great Britain’s course would 
be was varied. Some officials pointed 
out that if Great Britain abandoned all 
pretense of blockade and applied the 
laws of contraband the forthcoming 
American note on the propriety of in- 
cluding various articles in the contra- 
band list would be especially perti- 
nent. On the other hand, if the block- 
ade is made legal so far as American 
coasts are concerned the American gov- 
ernment, will continue to insist. that 
legitimate trade with neutral countries 
must not be interfered with, ~ . 
Wat American officials express par- 
ticular concern about in connection 
with Great Britains alleged illegal 
practices is the large trade they claim 
Great Britain is carrying on with neu- 
tral ports to which American exporters 
are forbidden to trade. It is this fea- 
ture of the situation which officials re- 
gard as most serious and indefensible. 
They say if Great Britain held her 
own shippers to a normal trade with 
neutral countries the application of 
rigid measures to American traders 
might be less offensive, though the 
aspects of law would not be affected, 

View in Allied Quarters. 

In allied diplomatic quarters here 
the note was not commented upon of- 
ficially, but a uniformity of view was 
noticeable. The British opinion as re- 
flected in official quarters, was that 
the United States was arguing on tech- 
nical grounds and failed to take into 
consideration the altered circumstances

of the present war and the enlarged 
facilities for rapid communication by 
rail between Dutch and Danish ports, 
for example, and German cities. French 
and Russian officials pointed out that 
their governments were in sympathy 
with the attitude of their ally, and that 
while the British foreign office was 
conducting the negotiations this did 
not mean their governments were any 
the less interested. \ 

Among all of the allied diplomats 
the view prevailed that the contro- 
versy would not become acute, it. being 
pointed out that even if a deadlock 
was reached in the negotiations, tne 
Bryan peace treaties were available 
for a year’s investigation of the points 
in dispute. These pacts ‘have been 
ratified between the United States and 
all of the allies. 

In German quarters the arguments 
in the American note were commend- 
ed as sound and justified by interna- 
tional law. German officials, however, 
said they were much more interested 
in what measures the United States 
would take to obtain acquiescence to 
its expressed views, 

In view of the length of the note an 
answer from Great Britain is not ex- 
pected for at least a month.

AUSTRIANS DEFEATED 
BY THE MONTENEGRINS 


Austria Said to Be Concen- 
trating 120,000 Men to In- 
vade Montenegro — In the 
South Anglo-French Forces 
Are Battling With Bulgars. 


London, November 8.—Beyond the 
fact that Lord Kitchener has departed 
for the Near East there is little news 
from the allied side respecting Balkan 


affairs. 

The Austro-Germans have succeeded 
in crossing the Morava river, in Serbia, 
and General von Galiwitz has occupied 
Krusevac, one of Serbia's largest 
towns, about thirty miles due north- 
west of Nish. The fall of Krusevac 
means that the branch railway line to 
Ushitze, near the Bosnian frontier, has 
been broken by the invaders close to 
the point where it leaves the main 
Belgrade-Nish-Saloniki line. A large 
number of prisoners, ten guns and a lot 
of war material fell into German 


hands. 

The Bulgarians also are advancing 
from the east; but in the west the 
Montenegrins claims to have inflicted 
The 


Austrians are said to be concentrating 
a force of 120,000 men in Herzegovina 
for an invasion of Montenegro. 


ALLIES BATTLE 
WITH BULGARS. 


Nothing has come through of late 
concerning the fighting in the south 
of Serbia, where the British and 
French forces are said to have effected 
a junction with the Serbs, and for sev- 
eral days have been giving battle to 
the Bulgarians. 

The Bulgarians and their allies now 
hold considerably more than half of 
Serbie,—and. command the. 7 — 
wiy, one of the chief objectives of their 
catipaign. From Nish the Bulgarian 
line runs north in a slight curve, en- 
circling the Morava river, to Krivivir, 
where it joins the main Austro-Ger- 
man-forces. From that point the in- 
vaders’ line turns at a right angle and 
runs due west across the broadest part 
of Serbia. 

The rough semi-circle made by this 
line is still contracting and, as it does 
so, according to German reports, is 
taking a heavy toll of Serbian prison- 


ers. 
FRENCH OCCUPY 
BABUNA HEIGHTS. 

Paris, November 8.—French troops 
have occupied Kosjak and Babuna 
heights, which command Pletvar pass, 
through which runs the Perlepe-Kava- 
dar road, and are expected to effect a 
junction soon with the Serbian army 
occupying the northwestern slope otf 
the Babuna range, says a Monastir dis- 
patch to The Matin. 


Saloniki, November 8.—(Via London.) 
The French offensive against the. Bul- 
garians is proceeding surely, but slow- 
ly, because of the difficulties of the 
terrain in the sector northwest of 
Strumitsa. Kachaly and Meimisly were 
occupied on the 5th, and Dolombo was 
stormed yesterday, it is reported here, 
The French advance toward the north 
is said to be continuing uninterrupted- 
ly today, with a British contingent on 
he right wing. 

: 8 are reported to have re- 
pulsed heavy Bulgarian attacks in the 
Krivolak sector, where the French also 
have materially extended their lines 
which reach northwest beyond Gra- 
deko and west beyond the Thena river 
to the Kavadar region. 

KRUSEVAC TAKEN

Berlin, November 8.—(Via London.) 
The Serbian town of Krusevac, on the 
railroad about 50 miles norwest of 
Nish, has been occupied by German 
troops, according to today’s official 
statement, given out by army head-

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RUSSIANS DRIVE

Petrograd Reports Some 
Successes, But the Russians 
Apparently Are Not Mak- 
ing Any Attempt to Ad- 
vance. 


London, November 8.—The Russians 
continue their attacks in Courland, 
Volhynia and Galicia, and while they 
report some successes they apparently 
are not making any attempt to ad- 
vance. According to Petrograd cor- 
respondents, there is no such intention 
of such an attempt, the present object 
of the attacks being to--harass the 
Austro-Germans and prevent them 
from preparing positions for the 
winter. 

The Italians captured the Col di 
Lana and after a charge through the 
snow hoisted the Italian flag on the 
summit. The Austrian war office ad- 
mits that the Col di Lana was taken by 
the Italians, but declares that counter 
attacks by the Austrians resulted in its 
recapture. 

For the moment the western zone of 
France and Belgium affords no inci- 
dents of note. Artillery duels predom- 
inate with here and there some hand- 
to-hand encounters in the trenches.

Berlin, November 8.—(Via London.) 
A determined offensive movement by 
the Russians near Riga and down 
along the line of the Dvina river to 
Dvinsk, is reported in today’s official 
German statement.

REVOLUTION OR ANARCHY 
PREDICTED FOR EUROPE 


If the War Continues In- 
definitely — Viscount Mil- 
ner Attacks the Censor- 
ship, Charging That War 
News Is “Doctored.” 


London, November 8.—The debate on 
the conduct of the war and the cen- 
sorship was resumed in the house of 
lords this afternoon. Earl Doreburn, 
former high chancellor, brought up the 
subject, declaring that he took this 
action owing to his belief that the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, the minister with- 
out portfolio, had not made adequate 
reply to the arguments of Viscount 
Morley. 

Ear! Loreburn spoke of what he term- 
ed the “misadventures” of the Antwerp 
expedition, the loss of Rear Admiral Sir 
Christopher Craddock’s squadron, the 
Dardanelles operations and the Balkan 
expedition. The speaker said he had 
been told two months ago that fifteen 
million men had been killed or dis- 
abled for life and that multitudes had 
been added to this number since and 
that if the conflict continued indefi- 
nitely, “revolution or anarchy” might 
follow in Europe. 

Earl Loreburn, one of the radical 
stalwarts who criticised the South Af- 
rican war, today oddly enough, found 
himself supported by Viscount Milner, 
former high commissioner for South 
Africa, who was one of those largely 
responsible for the South African war. 
Viscount Milner, however, largely con- 
fined himself to a criticism of the cen- 
sorship. He declared that the newe 
had been “doctored in an optimistic 
sense,“ and also denounced the govern- 
ment for not going sooner to the assist -

guarded. He asked these questions, 
he said, because there was an uneasy 
feeling that there had not been suffi- 
cient expert supervision. The govern- 
ment, he declared, should resolve not 
to hold out expectations to a mation 
which was confronted with extreme 
peril, unless they were sure they would 
be able to make good with a timely and 
sufficient force. 1

that 15,000,000 men already had been 
killed or disabled in the war, Earl 
Loreburn added that this was what was 
meant by a war of attrition and that 
while the war continued the govern- 
ment should do their best to prevent 
irreparable mistakes.

“Right to Be Heard.”

You have compelled me, 
as one of them, to lead the fight we 
have made this afternoon in order to 
protect the respect and integrity of 
that minority, and in the interest of 
their rights—the right guaranteed to 
every American—the right of free 
speech; the right to be heard. 

“IT repeat, it was not our purpose 
needlessly to delay the movement of 
business in this house, and the propo- 
sition I made this morning I made in 

ood faith, but we do not propose to 
Se choked off in debate.” 

Shelby Myrick, explaining his vote, 
said the fight made was “not a filibus- 
ter on the time of the house, but the 
straight fight of a minority for its 
rights and for free speech.” 

“And I want to tell you gentlemen,” 
he said, continuing, “every time you 
try to throttle us and choke us off 
that way you are going to find us 
right here fighting you in any such 
a movement—and we will fight you 
if we have to stay here until Christ- 
mas.“ 

The result of the vote on the Shep- 
pard resolution, which was completed 
ten minutes after the flxed adjourn- 
ment time of the afternoon session, 
was 107 to 38 in*favor of the motion. 


At the Morning Session. 


It was at the morning session of 
the house that the old minority, which, 
during the wranglings of the prohi- 
bition factions had remained dormant 
up to date, showed first signs of reviv- 
ing. This was hen Judge Hopkins, 
of Thomas, offeréd a resolution to lift 
the time limit on afternoon sessions 
of the house and let the sessions run 
on into the night as late as the house, 
which in this instance would mean the 
Hopkins faction, saw fit. 

r. Blackburn, of Fulton, leader of 
the house minority, immediately took 
the floor in opposition to the resolu- 
tion and succeeded in forcing an amend- 
ment which provided that the afternoon 
session of yesterday should be from 
8 to 5 o’clock. 

Aside from the short-lived filibuster 
which Mr. Blackburn conducted in this 
fight, the feature of the morning ses- 
sion was the action of the Hopkins 
wing in tabling the appropriations bill, 
which step had been expected to in- 
sure, if possible, the passage of the 
Hopkins faction prohibition bills. This 
is in line with the tactics pursued by 
this faction at the regular session in 
its fight upon the appropriations bill 
and which fight resulted in bringing 
about the extra session. 

The Jones automobile license tax 
bill was first on the house calendar 
under the order of unfinished business 
and this bill was referred to the ways 
and means committee for perfection. 


Wanted to Finish in a Week. 


When the house convened at 11 
o’clock Mr. Fullbright stated that he 
was making efforts to bring about a 
condition which would make it possi- 
ble to wind up the work of the legis- 
lature this week, and, in order to con- 
sider his suggestion, a recess of the 
house was desired for thirty minutes. 
The majority wing adjourned to room 
306, on the third floor, and discussed 
the proposition, as well as one coming 
from members of the anti-faction. The 
final result was that the harmonizing 

ropositions did not carry and the 

ouse went back into session at 11:55 
o’clock, almost immediately after which 
the fight was on. 

Representaive Blackburn got the 
floor and held the house on Judge Hop- 
kins’ resolution that the sessions here- 
after be from 10 to 1 and from 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon without limit. Mr. 
Blackburn was about to carry his 
speech to adjournment time, when an 
agreement was made by the majority 
faction, finally entered into by Judge 
Hopkins, after being stated by Mr. 
Sheppard, that for the order of today 
only they would make the session in 
the afternoon from 3 to 5, instead of 
leaving it open to run until midnight. 

On the second fight, that of whether 
or not the appropriations bill should 
be considered in its order, as fixed by 
motion of Judge Hopkins Friday for 
the first business of yesterday, was 
won by the majority wing. 

When the bill was reached Judge 
Hopkins moved to table the general 
apprepriations bill and his motion car- 
ried by a vote of 94 to 72

if President Wilson’s note to England, 
| relative to unwarranted and illegal interfer- 

ence with American commerce, was some- 
what delayed, necessarily, perhaps, because 
of pending negotiations with Germany, it 
has suffered nothing in pointed statement 
and emphatic declaration of our purpose to 
maintain our rights,

cordially approve the president’s strong and 
fearless presentation of the case, which is 
an unquestioned warning to Great Britain 
that she will not be permitted wantonly to 
set aside international law and ruthlessly to 
trample upon neutral rights merely upon 
the ground of expediency. Expediency may 
Justify extreme measures in dealing with an 
enemy; but it does not justify assault of a 
friend. 5 ; ! 

This part of the country has received 
nothing but buffets from the war, first in the 

, closing of neutral ports to its cotton and 
other products, and finally in the outrageous 
and unprecedented order of contraband 
against cotton ‘and cotton goods. 

Nor has the south asked anything what- 
ever of the administration but the assertion 
and upholding of its unquestioned rights— 
the right of traffic upon the high seas, so |

CARRANZA’S PROMISES. 


If General Carranza makes good all of 
his promises the regeneration of Mexico is 
in sight. In return for recognition he has 
promised protection to life and property, 
both of natives and foreigners. There is 
every indication that he is endeavoring to 
make good. 

In a statement just given out, Carranza 
has gone even further than that. He de- 
clares. now that “there are to be no more 
special privileges.” If there has been one 
thing that has hurt Mexico more than any- 
thing else, and which has encouraged revo- 
lution, it is the exploitation of the country 
for the purpose of enriching: those in con- 
trol. If Carranza is big enough and strong 
enough to put an end to graft he will have 
taken the most forward step yet for the re- 
building and revitalization of Mexico. 

One reason, why there has been no more 
sympathy in this country for those Amef- 
can concerns whose property has been wan- 
tonly destroyed by revolutionists of every 
faction is that many of these concerns have 
profited “through their outright purchase of 
the government.

In this county I do not believe that ten bales 
are raised by negroes. They will plant, plow 
and hoe.cotton, but will not do the pains- 
taking work required to keep down the in- 
sect pest. So my advice to farmers in the 
infested territory is to only plant what cotton 
they can look after with white labor. In 
this county you. can’t hire the darky for 
love or money to make cotton. 
What Mississippi Has Done. 

But I want to show your people what 
the farmers of this (Jones county, Missis- 
sippi) have achieved in the way of inde- 
pendence and prosperity, after their country 
has been invaded for some six years by the 
cotton boll weevil. In order to do this, it 
will be necessary for me to give a brief 
sketch of this county. When the war (our. 
civil war) was started, there were only. some 
250 people in Jones ‘county, and we now have 
fully 80 per cent 
Every ten years the county has 
in population, and the county 


whites. 


county is checkered with - railroads, 
trolley line will split it wide | 
open which is now in operation for seven 
miles. Good dirt roads are also being built 
everywhere. And this is being achieved with 
white labor, the few negroes in our midst 
being in the employ of corporations, and it 
is rare to see one at work in the fields. Jones 
county is about forty miles square, its topog- 
raphy being about the same as Jackson, 
Banks and Madison. There are neither 
swamps nor malaria, and splendid pure free- 
stone water can be had anywhere. At the 
close of the civil war the whole country was 
covered with an unbroken forest of yellow 
pine. Enterprising northerners bought up 
this timbered land at one or two dollars per 
acre and made large fortunes from the lum- 
ber. The land was considered valueless, and 
cut-over lands can now be bought as low as 
$5 per acre; but it is only a question of time 
when it will bring ten times that price. If 
the farmers here worked as long and as hard 
as they do among “the old red hills of Geor- 
gia” they would all be making big money. 
But it is so easy to live here that they do 
not put in more than four months’ steady 
work. The average farm is from fifteen to 
thirty acres, and from these patches families 


can grow any manner of orop haare, and 
easy to make from 30 to 100, bushels of corn 
or oats per acre. For the two succeeding : 
years, young boys in ‘this county. made re- 
spectively 221 and 210 bushels of corn per 
acre, and I saw a patch from which a negro 
made 30 bushels per acre and only ran around 
his crop one time after planting. They also 
grow ribbon cane syrup, making from 300 
to 500 gallons per acre, sweet potatoes and 
anything else in the way of fruit or cereal. 
Did Not Depend on Cotton. 

But to return to my subject: When the 
European war broke out last year it had no 
effect whatever on the people of Jones 
county, but was really to their profit. Not 
one farmer in ten owed a dollar, and they 
were able to hold their few bales of cotton, 
which they did. You can today start out 
in the country and buy at almost any farm 
home you pass corn, oats, meat, beef cattle, 
or aught else in the way of provisions. Our 
merchants every week ship off carloads of. 
home-raised corn, oats, syrup, potatoes, pin- 
ders and other produce. Every farmer has. 
a large herd of cattle, and they do not have 


the year. The whole county is covered with a 
thick coatſhg of nutritious carpet grass, which 
is now as green as in springtime. Each 
corn field is planted in the velvet bean, which 
matures here, and cattle are turned thereon 
when the crop is gathered and remain in fine 
condition without other feed. 1 do not sup- a 
pose there are a hundred pounds of fodder 
pulled in Jones county, as there are so many 
more easily gathered forage crops. 

Our farmers do not buy anything on 
| credit, paying cash for even their fertilizers. 
And all of this independent prosperity has 
come about since the advent of the boll 
weevil..

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, November 8.—(Speclal.) — The 
ginners’ report, issued today, was much be 
low expectations, and the figures would 
to point conclusively to a moderate 
crop. This, with frost 13 for Okla- 
homa tonight, stimulated buying, which ad- 
vanced prices at one time about fifteen 
points, however, selling on the part of Liv- 
erpool, local spot interests and the south 
forced a decline from the highest prices. 
General buying is in small volume at pres- 
ent, owing to the uncertainty of the export 
situation to strengthen confidence in higher 
prices, JAY, BOND & CO. 


New York, November 8.—(Special.)—-The 
amount ginned up to September 25 is large 
or small, according to whether the crop is 
early or late. The amount ginned from 
September 25th to November ist is, however, 
a fair index of the size of the cotton crop. 
In previous years the percentage ginned 
between those dates constituted between 
39.9 per cent and 44.2 per cent of the en- 
tire crop. The amount ginned this year be- 
tween those dates foots up 4,480,000 bales, 
which is the smallest on record, except in 
1909, when it was 4,449,000 bales. Apply the 
percentage figures and the answer is a 
small crop. The report, however, bullish it 
may be, was not forceful enough to stop the 
market. 

Selling is now being done with the same 
enthusiasm that buying was indulged in at 
the 18 to 18%-cent level, and the selling is 
predicted upon the idea that the crop will 
be larger than looked for and the demand 
smaller, and the further theory that the 
south will shortly urge her spot cottons 
for sale. 

Southern spots have declined about & 
cents or 75 points, while contracts have 
shown 175 points decline and December de- 
liveries were selling here today at 11% 
cents, which is cheaper than spot cotton is 
selling at any of the ports and many of 
the interior towns in the south. We cannot 
help but feel that the statistics show that 
the world is too confident of a large crop 
and that the trade has as yet not seemed 
to know that the actual mills’ takings, 
especially in Europe, ‘from the beginning 
of the season to date, almost break all 
records. It is true exports are not large, 
but it is also true that European stocks 
have been reduced to very small proportions. 
If the flelds are as free of cotton as the 
south claims them to be then the unmarket- 
ed portion of this crop should never be 
urged for sale. 

Frost is predicted from Oklahoma and 
portions of Arkansas tomorrow to meét our 
market. Liverpool is due 8% points lower, 
or January-February, 6.62%.

The Atlanta Studebaker, which was 
not the big seven-passenger car, as is 
used in other runs, was driven 30 miles 
below Macon, Ga., and returned to the 
city last night. This car averaged 15 
miles to each gallon of gasoline con- 
sumed. The entire trip was made in 
eight hours and twenty minutes. 

The average running time for the 
250 miles from all the cars reporting 
last night was eight hours.
